The doctor was in his drug store till a 
late hour Tuesday night engaged in 
writing. He told one or two parties that 
he was going away and alao told hia wife 
the same. He did not go home and Mra. 
Hocker feeling solicitooa about him went 
to several neighbors’ houses to look for 
him. 

Where be spent the night ia not 
known, but the horror of it to him most 
have pasee 1 ail imagination. It waa one 
of the moat determined attempts at tak- 
ing one’a own life that ever cams under 
our observation. He had evidently mis- 
taken the length of the fall or the stretch 
of the rope, and (ell so that his feet 
could easily touch the fl >or. The neck 
was not broken and d-ath ensued by 
slow atrangulation. Oue baud was 
againat the door knob, while the feet 
had to be drawn up to keep them from 
the door. 

Dr. Hocker left a letter in the post- 
oflice for hia aon, Jeaee T. Hocker, in 
which he gave him a history of his fam 
ily troubles, dating back six years. As 
there was much in it of a private nature, 
the eon very properly declined to give it 
publicity. .Mr. Hocker ia the only eon 
by the first marriage, his mother being a 
daughter of the late .Marcus Helm. Tne 
doctor's last wife was Miee Lizzie Fair 
and they had two children, a girl and a 
buy, the fjriiier nearly grown. 

As upon everything else, Dr. Hocker 
had very decided views on prohibi- 
tion and the persecution ref-rred to has 
reference to the vartoua atteaa|)*s to in- 
dict him for violation of the Uw, which 
were sui'ceaaful iu two or more instan- 
ces. Hie domeetiu troubles, whi;h are 
believed ,o have been largely imaginary, 
grew out of money mittere. When he 
married bis second wife she had several 
thouranJs of dollars, which the doctor 
re invested, some of it unsucceesfully. 
The loes annoyed hie wife and the troub- 
le began about eix years ago. We learn, 
however, that the doctor’s estate ia fully 
able to pay her all he owes her and still 
have considerable money left. 

Deceased waa a member of the Preaby* 
terian church, but for a long time be has. 
taken no interest in church afiaira and 
very mnch opposed bis children going 
into the Baptist church with their moth- 
er. The day before hia death be said to 
Mr. T. D. Raney that he bad lost confi- 
dence in mankind, a state of feeling 
suttioient to make most anybo<lv want to 
shuttle ofi his mortal coil. 

Relatives and friends of Mrs. Hocker 
deny in toto that there waa any serious 
trouble between them, at least so far as 
she was concerned. She always treated 
bim with deference and they are as sur- 
prised as any one at his statement of do- 
mestic infelicity. 

The law regards anicide as proof of in- 
sanity, though the doctor showed no oat- 
ward signs of it. He inherited the sui- 
cidal mania, however, from his Grand- 
father Hocker, who took his own life.

Franklin .MeCiary wrote a little 
placard with these words "At Home 
Sick,’’ and tacked it on his office door It 
was the last seen of him up town, for bis 
disease, infitmmatorj rheumatism, de- 
veloped fast and reaching his heart a <t>w 
days before his death tne end soon came 
aud he expired at 10 p. m. on the Bih. 
There were few better and more us«-ful 
men than Frank .McClary and hia death 
createa the most profound sorrow. A 
Cbristian, a gentleman and a man of fine 
executive ability, he acted well bis part, 
there all tfip honor lies, and whether as 
citixen, church member or public officer, 
he did hie duty nobly and wall and be 
goee to hie reward not only with the 
plaudits of men, hut of Him who has 
promised to give eternal life to them , 
who are finally faithful. 

Mr. McClary was the oldest child of 
Joseph and *,Rebeccs iMcClary and was 
born April 30tb, 1848 He obUined a 
good, common school education and was 
tor many yesrs a teacher. He took great 
interest in educational affairR and in 18t)0 
when he olftred for school sniierinteud- 
ent, the democmey of which parly he 
waa an unswerving member, gave him 
the uuminatioD aUd aaw that he waa 
elected. He ;performed the duties so 
well that he was endorsed by a second 
Domination and election and waa serving 
his second term, when death cut short 
hie iiaeful career. He was very popular 
with all the teachers and they will miss 
him sadly. 

At the age ol 22 Mr. McClary joined 
the B.iptiai church and if it ever had a 
more faitid.il member the fact does not 
appear.
